string of bloody battles 
whose 
outcome will vitally influence the 
trend of the much heralded of­ 
fensive. 
What is going forward now is a 
series of ferocious encounters for 
control of key positions which the 
Nazi chief now holds and needs 
as 
spring-boards 
(no 
pun 
in­ 
tended) for his grand offensive. 
If y ou please will glance at y our 
maps of the fighting front we 
will name these strategic points 
upon which so much depends. 


Ha ng ing By Teeth 


Beginning at the 
no rth, 
the 
Nazis a re hanging 
o n by their 
teeth in the 
Leningrad 
secto r, 
where the Reds have 
ha mmered 
them back. Remember how 
so me 
seven months ago Hitler bo a sted 
that he had in 
a sack this g rea t 
industrial city which is a t o nce 
the gateway to the 
Ba ltic a nd 
the heart o f Co mmunism? 
Southward lies Stary a 
Russa, 
where the Bolshevists have what 
is left of a Nazi army surrounded 
and in sorry state. Below and op­ 
posite Moscow y o u will see Rzhev 
and Vy azma, which lie unhappily 
within 
a deep salient 
and are 
threatened 
with 
encirclement. 
Next we have Orel, 
Kursk and 
Kharkov — the 
latter 
two-thirds 
surrounded 
by the Reds—strong 
points in the line protecting the 
Nazis in the Ukraine. Below this 
trio a great Russian salient reach­ 
es out toward Dnieperopetrovsk 
and then swings back to Stalino. 
Their Cupbo a rd 
And finally there is Ta g a ro g , 
German key position o n the sea o f 
Azov along the ro ute to the golden 
Caucasus 
that 
Mother 
Hubba rd 
Hitler would g o in search o f oil 
for her badly lowered cruet, and 
of grain for her empty ing cup­ 
board. 
So there y ou have some ten 
positions 
along 
the 
attenuated 
line, each the crater of a flam­ 
ing volcano into which the Nazis 
are feeding men 
and 
material 
with frightful profligacy . If the 
Bolshevists 
get 
those 
spring­ 
boards they will have imposed a 
mighty handicap on Hitler for his 
offensive, which may easily be 
the turning point of the war. 
But whether 
the 
Muscovites 
capture all these citadels or no t— 
and this should be emphasized— 
they are making the Germans pay 
a huge price in lives and equip­ 
ment. Oh y es, the Muscovites a lso 
are losing many men, but their 
reservoir of 
manpower 
is 
un­ 
limited, and their loss o f ma teria l 
has been nothing like as 
hea v y 
as that of the Nazis. 
Men Are Impo rta nt 
There was a time early in the 
war when m en’s lives meant little 
to 
the German high 
command, 
and when the Nazis were flush 
with w ar machines, but that day 
of plenty is past. We have reach­ 
ed a period when every man and 
every machine and every ration 
of food is of much consequence. 
That's why 1942 is likely to be 
the crucial y ear. 
Winter still grips the battle-line 
along the northern two-thirds of 
it, between Kiev and Leningrad, 
but in the southern sector the snow 
and frost are giving way to some 
of the most terrible mud 
that 
Europe knows, and that’s some­ 
thing. 
I his will last for some 
weeks, and will develop farther 
north as the frost goes.

“We ou ght to tak e 
the lead instead of being p u shed 
to do things. We shou ld declare 
for freezing p rices and wages, the 
p ay ment of ov ertime in defense 
bonds, and 
against 
slowdowns. 
Let’s p u t an end to this p etty 
sq u abbling among ou rselv es and 
concentrate all 
ou r 
efforts

winning the war.” 
Joe Cu rran, bu rly head of the 
Greater

York 
Indu strial 
Union 
Cou ncil, 
echoed 
Bridges' 
demands, also demanded 
a bare­

Lewis. 
“Lewis and his gang recently 
withdrew the charter of a big 
New York local.” Cu rran declared, 
for no other reason than that the 
local wou ldn’t k owtow to him. 
I’m for the CIO giv ing this local a 
charter and defy ing Lewis and 
his crew.”

Neither Lewis nor any 
of his henchmen

J. R. Bell, his brother-in-law 
and CIO controller, was forced to 
admit that u ntil Lewis demanded 
rep ay ment the su m had not been 
carried on the CIO book s as a 
debt. 
Also, CIO President Phil

Mu rray also indicated that he 
was p rep ared to go ov er Lewis' 
head and p u t u p to the UMW 
membership directly whether they
